Northamptonshire was proclaimed 
the world's quality footwear capital 
this week after the announcement of 
excellent trade figures. 

According to the British Footwear 
Association, local shoe factories sent 
stock worth £80 million abroad in 2013. 
This represents an 6.5% increase on 
2012 and in turn is a 9% increase on 
2011. These figures do not include the 
stock the factories sell in their own 
shops overseas. 

Richard Kottler, chief executive offic¬ 
er of the British Footwear Association, 
said the increase was in part due to the 
popularity of the Made in Britain label, 
which has been boosted by the 
Olympics, the Royal wedding and the 
Diamond Jubilee. “There is a real feel 
good factor about Made in Britain”, he 
said. He added: “Northampton manu¬ 


facturers have worked very hard on 
their designs, they are offering broader 
ranges of products, which will obvi¬ 
ously appeal to a lot of people. A lot of 
them have opened shops abroad means 
that there visibility in export market is 
higher than its ever been and also the 
exchange rates until relatively recently 
reasonably helpful to exporting 
efforts.” 

Northampton-made shoes are popu¬ 
lar in Japan, Korea and China, which 
are among the biggest buyers. 

The United States continues 
to be a strong market 
while in Europe the 
shoes are sought 
after by buyers i 
France, Germany 
and Italy. 

Meanwhile, 

Russia, 

Uzbekistan 
and 


Kurdistan are becoming increasingly 
lucrative markets. The figures from the 
British Footwear Association were 
released during a very important week 
for the industry, which saw experts 
gather at the Meet the Manufacturer 
conference in London. William Church, 
owner of Joseph Cheaney and Sons, 
based in Northamptonshire, attended. 


RSPCA county caseload increases 


The number of cruelty cases handled by the 
RSPCA in Northamptonshire increased last 
year. 

In 2012 there were 21 incidents and last 
year it rose to 28. 

Among the busts made by Inspector 
Michelle McNab was a metalworker who 
shot his dog Rocky with an airgun five 
times, battered him with a spade and left 
him for dead in a ditch by the side of the 


road. A council litterpicker found Rocky’s 
body and amazingly the dog was still alive. 

The council worker shared his lunch with 
Rocky until a dog warden arrived and 
rushed the injured animal to a vet. 

Rocky has now been rehomed and the 
owner - who was traced because the dog 
was microchipped - was sentenced to 20 
weeks imprisonment and banned from 
keeping animals for 20 years. 


Inspector McNab said: “This was a truly 
brutal case that involved immense suffer¬ 
ing for the dog. Fortunately, Rocky was 
found in time. He has been rehomed with a 
loving family.” 

A father and son who staged a cockfight 
were caught through footage on the son’s 
mobile phone. They were jailed for 15 
weeks and banned from keeping birds for 
five years.

Look out! The 
Egyptian Inspector 
of Scribes is here 



Sekhemka, the Egyptian Inspector of 
Scribes, emerged from hiding on Friday. 

He turned up to be viewed at Christie’s 
auction house in London where he is 
due to be sold on July 10. 

If he makes his four to six million 
pound reserve price he will be the most 
valuable ancient Egyptian artefact ever 
sold at Christie’s. But right now, the 
small limestone statue, thousands of 
years old, is still one of us. 

In a town of unlikely individuals he is 
perhaps the most unlikely 
Northamptonian of all. He was donated 
to Northampton Museum by the Duke 
of Northampton. The family had taken 
possession of the relic in the 1850s when 
the then Duke of Northampton brought 
it back from Egypt to study. 

There is another similar one in 
America which was acquired around 
the same time. The statues were part of 
a tomb and are thought to have been a 
place where relatives of Sekhemka 
could leave offerings that would ease 
his passage through the afterlife. 

There are many Northamptonians 
who remember seeing Sekhemka on 
dis-

play at the museum, a long way from 
where he was supposed to be but some¬ 
how typical of Northamptonshire’s 
ability to reach out to the world. 

It is not surprising that a Save 
Sekhemka campaign has been running 
for as long as the idea of selling him has 
been around. It’s an emotive subject. 

Northampton borough council has 
decided it has the right to sell him and 
split the profits with the Duke of 
Northampton. Money from the sale will 
go towards making improvements to 
the museum. It sounds like good old 
austere pragmatism. 

And let’s face it: we say discovered at a 
Victorian archaeological dig, someone 
else might say stolen from a desecrated 
grave. If there were such a thing as 
curses Sekhemka should probably be 
bringing people bad luck. 

On the other hand, what kind of muse¬ 
um flogs off its crown jewels? Have they 
ever had a meeting at The Louvre where 
they discussed what they could afford if 
they sold the Mona Lisa?

Emma-Jane Cunningham, from 
Northampton, is a mum to three 
children; James, seven, Thomas, 
four, and Benjamin, two. 

She used the hypnobirthing meth¬ 
od for her third son’s delivery and 
claims it made a huge difference 
and was ‘relaxing’. 

Emma says the experience was 
‘truly life changing’ so she decided 
she wanted to make other women’s 
labours as free from pain and 
stress-free as possible.

Beginning is a complete antenatal 
education programme, a fresh and 
modern approach to teach yourself 
and your birthing partner the 
specialised skills of self-hypnosis, 
relaxation, breathing, imagery and 
soothing stroke techniques (along¬ 
side the theory!), for a calm and 
more comfortable pregnancy, 


labour and birth and yes a pain-free 
labour and birth is possible! 

“A lot of people still have the 
pre-conception that hypnobirthing 
is just for natural births but the 
classes I teach are just as much for a 
calm and relaxed pregnancy as it is 
for labour and birth.

PCC says media cash 
spend is ‘not a story’

Northamptonshire Police 
and Crime Commissioner, 
Adam Simmonds has 
reacted angrily to critics 
for highlighting the fact in 
2013/14 his office spent 
£685,000 on media staff. 

A Freedom of Information 
request has confirmed in 
2012/13 there were 15.86 
full time equivalent staff 
employed at a cost of £589k 
and in 2013/14 there were 
15.84 FTE at a cost of 
£685,000 

When questioned about 
the spending of £685,000, 
Mr Simmonds said this was 


not a story and said ques¬ 
tions about the media team 
‘gets on my nerves’. 

He said no police had 
been removed from front 
line services and in fact he 
was making sure more 
officers were on r 
beat 

Mr Simmonds 
said: “I do not 
apologise for 
spending 
money on this. 

“I have not 
employed any 
more people who 
existed before. 

“Not all the people work 
for me, they also work for 
the chief constable. 

“They are people who do 



not just work with the 
media but go out and 
engage with people asking 
them their views. 

“They worked with over 
1,000 people on the Victims 
Voice many of these to 
do with serious 
crime.” 

One of his crit¬ 
ics is prospec¬ 
tive parliamen¬ 
tary Labour 
candidate for 
Wellingborough, 
Richard Garvie. 
Mr Garvie said: 
The £685,000 cost 
and the large number of 
journalists is insensitive at 
a time of austerity and 
policing cuts. 


“Including the media 
operation, Adam 

Simmonds now spends 
£1.4m on staff alone, and 
that figure does not include 
the 12 recent recruits for 
the Northamptonshire 
Crime Institute, the latest 
pet project of the commis¬ 
sioner. 

“I’ve always been against 
politicising the role of the 
police, and with these 
elected police chiefs we are 
now seeing people on huge 
salaries spending millions 
of pounds on pet projects at 
a time of austerity and 
policing cuts.”

Police target drugs and 
guns in raid on estate 


More than 100 police offic¬ 
ers have been deployed in a 
major operation to target 
drugs and firearms on an 
estate in Wellingborough. 

Sixteen firearms warrants 
were executed at addresses 
across the Hemmingwell 
estate, with simultaneous 
raids taking place shortly 
after 6am today 
(Wednesday). 

The operation, saw a 
string of addresses targeted 


in early morning raids by 
police - including 25 fire¬ 
arms officers - searching 
for drugs and firearms on 
the estate. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Nick Lyall said: “This oper¬ 
ation came in response to 
an increase in information 
coming to the police about 
groups of drug dealers who 
had been using firearms to 
intimidate rival drug deal¬ 
ers and other people.”

H&P editor Steve Scoles is taking 
Derngate Gym’s Body Fat Challenge 


We tend to think of the gym as a 
place for fit, wholesome people, 
which it is. I have been. They are 
there. 

But there are others that go too. 
Sinners if you will. People who 
transgress the rules of healthy 
living in one way or another but 
still climb on the treadmill or 
rowing machine and go for it. 

Back in my pre-gym era I didn’t 
even realise people like that 
existed. People like me. 

There is a lot of good health 
information circulated in mod¬ 
ern society: five a day, don’t 
smoke, stay active, don’t take 
drugs, don’t drink too much and 
so on. 

It is easy to underestimate the 
impact simple messages like 
these have had on public health 
over the past 50 years. 

The trouble is if you know 
that you have diverged 
from the orthodox 
healthy path on one or 
many more occasions 
you can end up feeling 
that there’s no point 
doing any of it and you 
might as well indulge 
yourself. 

In my 20s I pretty much 
thought that was the point 
of adulthood. I wasn’t honing 
or maintaining my body to earn a 
living from anything more active 
than typing and using public 
transport. But I could afford to go 
out and buy a packet of chocolate 
chip cookies and eat them all to 
myself. 

I’m not cured of that now, it will 


always be a thrill and if your treat 
of choice is Jaffa Cakes then I 
could never make a promise 
about their safety you could trust. 

But I had a moment of revelation 
that showed me a different way. 
Typically it was a slightly wrong 
and compromised moment but it 
did me some good in the long run. 

This was the discovery, after an 
off the cuff anecdote from a 
sports commentator, that the 
explosively pacey French back 
Serge Blanco smoked 20 ciga¬ 
rettes a day. 

Smoking was one of those bad 
habits I really took to in my 20s. 
For years I assumed it gave me a 
kind of exemption from sport on 
the basis that no sportsman was 
ever really seen doing it. The rea¬ 
son I never saw it of course, were 
the strict rules around how smok¬ 
ing could be marketed. 

And promoting the fact 
that there are sport- 
speople who smoke 
sends all the wrong 
messages to non- 
smokers. 

However, it was a 
‘hold on a minute’ 
moment for this smoker. 
Obviously you shouldn’t 
smoke but if you do, it’s not 
an excuse to opt out of all life’s 
good things. 

Going to the gym and getting 
active is not about being perfect, 
it is about embracing all life’s 
pleasures (including the endor¬ 
phins soothing your body after a 
good work out). It’s not for the 
elite, it’s for everyone.

Given that the 4 Series Gran Coupe runs 
on the same running gear as the BMW 4 
Series Coupe, it’s reasonable to expect 
similar driving dynamics.

NORTHANTS suffered a heavy loss in a four day 
test against Warwickshire, losing an by innings 
and 105 runs in the LV County Championship.

Newton was the last man to fall for Northants, 
scoring an impressive 114 from 242 balls. 

Warwickshire looked to take advantage of a 
relatively low score, reaching 81-0 before losing 
three wickets in quick succession. 

First William Porterfield fell, when he edged 
Steven Crook’s ball to James Middlebrook. 

Middlebrook then bowled Varun Chopra, with 
wicketkeeper Ben Duckett making the catch. 

Lee Evans soon followed and Warwickshire had 
lost three wickets for just 21 runs, they needed 
stability and fast. 

The answer came in the form of 18-year-old 
Sam Hain. 

In at number four, he had a superb innings as he 
scored a total of 134, surpassing Ian Bell as the 
Bears’ youngest ever centurion. 

This laid the foundations for the visitors as they 
pressed on and put Northants to the sword. 

Both Hain and Keith Baker reached tons, lead¬ 
ing their side into a commanding position. 

As the end of the third day neared, Warwickshire 
declared at 620-9. 

Northants looked like collapsing early in their 


second innings, losing three wickets for 16 runs. 

However, Middlebrook and Matthew Spriegel 
steadied the ship as they ended the day on 51-3. 

They faced a mammoth task to get anything out 
of the match and had to face at least 96 overs on 
the final day to earn a draw. 

Despite a spirited defensive batting display, 
Northants were bowled out for 185-9, 105 runs 
short of making The Bears bat again. 

A draw was still a possibility, but when Hall and 
Spriegel went out in quick succession it was up to 
the lower order to see the game out, who were 
dispatched of quickly increasing their run of 
losses to six. 

Northampton Steelbacks are in action this 
evening against the Warwickshire’s Birmingham 
Bears at Edgbaston in the Natwest T20 blast.
